“The heaviest fall was from 12.30 
p.m. to 1:30 p.m. for which the re- 
cord showed 1.64 inches. This storm 
was also accompanied by heavy 
thunder and dazzling lightning from 
almost directly oyerhead. The 
streets were soon flooded, and the 
nullahs, dry for so long, were now 
roaring with a ‘torrent which the 
dryness of the soil prevented’ from 
percolating to any depth and so 
collected rapidly in all. water- 
courses. 

Happy Valley flooded during this 
period, but the big new water 
-course had drained it, before ‘the 
evening. 7) 

About. a foot of water collected in 
Queen’s Road and several ‘premises 
were partly «flooded, though no 
serious damage was done.
